•	 Create awareness about your 
industry/company.

•	 Create collaborative 
relationships with your local 
schools and teachers.

•	 Use as a first step to recruit, 
develop, and train talent locally 
by  leveraging high school 
career and techical education 
programs in your area.

•	 Create awareness about your 
industry/company.

•	 Spark a student’s interest in 
your industry/company while 
they are still figuring out a 
career pathway.

•	 Better connect with what kind 
of benefits/perks or cultures 
students are looking for in a 
workplace.

•	 Ensure that the educators 
see the breadth of career 
opportunities within the 
organization, and understand 
what employers need from 
employees.

•	 Provide a challenging work 
opportunity that contributes 
to company operations 
while exposing the teacher 
to authentic workplace 
experiences that will enhance 
their classroom instruction 
in the areas of content, 
employability skills and 
technology utilization.

•	 Discuss workforce needs and 
challenges with the educators 
to help them understand what 
opportunities exist across the 
company, what is expected 
when hiring new employees, 
and what challenges exist 
in recruiting and retaining 
employees.

•	 Teacher externs take back 
relevant, Idaho career 
information including career 
possibilities and workplace 
expectations.
